The diagnostic system as disclosed Soukal provides for an examination device 3 and an operating unit 4 for locai operation, among other 
installations, and a control room 5 in which patient monitoring takes place and in which another operating unit 6 is provided (see column 3, 
lines 19-26). Therefore, the implied purpose of the software being exchanged is to permit access to data obtained by monitoring for 
display at various locations. The step of "simultaneously displaying the data on the plurality of client workstations" to the extent specified 
in claims 1 and 13 would have been an obvious matter of discretion to the users since the data would be equally accessible at any time 
after it has been stored. Claims 1 and 13 do not expressly require that this step be performed during the cardiac catheterization 
procedure as argued. This argument, however, is persuasive with respect to claims 10, 1 1, 22 and 23. Therefore, the rejection of claims 
10, 1 1 , 22 and 23 is withdrawn and claims 10, 1 1 , 22 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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
